December 8, 1980! An innovator of a style of music that dominated the 1960’s and 70’s 
dies ... BUT his legend and his music lingers on to be enjoyed by music fans everywhere. 
John Lennon, at the ripe age of 40, died the unjust death of being gunned down just outside 
his lavish apartment in New York City. At the time of his demise he was in the midst of a 
professional comeback, attempting to make up for a five year layoff from the public spotlight. 

He was the witty Beatle, the intellectual Beatle, the activist Beatle, the Beatle who had 
once asserted that he had become more popular than Jesus Christ. His music thrilled the 
hearts of generations and his outspokenness as a public figure made him a legend in his 
own time. He was an institutor of change and a liberalist in every meaning of the word. He 
was a man of firsts ... even in his death, as he was the victim of the first rock assassination. 

John Lennon’s deranged killer was described as a ‘‘pudgy ex-rock musician with a history 
of mental problems’’. It is said he spent at least three days stalking Lennon before shooting 
him in a “‘premeditated execution.”’ Mark David Chapman, 25, of Hawaii, was the man charged 
with second degree murder to allegedly killing Lennon outside his apartment building. The 
D. A.’s office said Chapman had no criminal record, but had a long history of mental problems, 
including attempting suicide on several occasions. 

It is also said that Chapman became a Beatle fan as soon as they cut their first big single. 
Boyhood friends said he was an ardent fan who played Beatle records all the time. 

Lennon’s professional career was one of a constant struggling to be on top. His personal 
life was a refusal to give into society standards. His music reflected his thoughts. Music was 
his means of expression. 

It was Lennon who founded the Beatles. He joined with McCartney in 1961 and played 
in pubs throughout England. Harrison and Starr joined them later. Together Lennon and 
McCartney created the music that changed the sound of the 20th century popular music and 
influenced an entire generation during the 1960’s. They collaborated on more hit songs than 
any popular composer in modern history. Together they are credited with most if not all of 
the Beatles’ material. It was personal business differences between them that caused the 
breakup of the Beatles in 1971. It was only the last year of Lennon’s life that friendship was 
reestablished. 

While the Beatles were together and functioning, they were the sparkplug of the era in 
Britain known as the “Swinging Sixties’. After the breakup, Lennon and Yoko Ono, his 
Japanese wife, lived in total seclusion for several years. 

Although much of the college going generation today were very young during the Beatles’ 
years of fame, a strong liking for their type of music is evident by the echoing of their songs 
from stereos and taupe decks throughout campuses. The Beatles had a style that was all 
their own. Many tried to copy them but none matched their genius. 

For Lennon, the years after the breakup were marked by artistic inconsistency and 
personal turmoil. After five years of struggling between the status as a public figure and the 
needs of his personal life, he reasserted himself and was rehearsing, writing, and producing 
music to make a truly memorable comeback. The layoff ended in the summer of 1980 when 
Lennon, Yoko and several studio musicians began work on the album ‘‘Double Fantasy,” which 
was released in November. 

“| think that’s what the last five years were all about - to reestablish myself,’’ Lennon 
told a reporter shortly before his death. Evidently, he felt he had accomplished what he set 
out to do. If circumstances were different and he hadn’t been gunned down, for Lennon, it 
may have truly been just like “starting over’’.
